Claims 1, 2 and 6-8 

Document 1 describes a method for analyzing acetyl Co A by extracting a sample Scorn Escherichia 
coli by means of perchloric acid and measuring the sample by using LC-ESI-MS. 

Document 1, however, does not describe a constitution wherein the measurement is made by using an 
internal standard substance. 

Document 2 (particularly, refer to claim 6) describes a constitution wherein an internal standard is used in 
measuring a protein by means of LC-ESI-MS. Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived 
of the idea of applying the means using an intemal standard, which is shown in document 2, to the method 
described in document 1 . 

Accordingly, the subject matters of claims 1, 2 and 6-8 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view 
of documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Claims 3-5 

The constitution wherein, in the solid-phase extraction, a reversed-phase-system cartridge filled with 
siUca gel having an octadecylsilyl group or an octylsilyl group is used, wherein the cartridge is washed with an 
aqueous solvent and then put in the elution process with an organic solvent, is not described in any of the 
docimients. • 
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
